Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  School  Health  Service  for  the  year  1955. 

Periodic  Medical  Examinations 

Table  3  on  page  9  shows  the  number  of  children  in  each  of 
the  three  Age  Groups  medically  inspected  during  the  year.  It 
will  be  seen  that,  as  compared  with  1954,  there  is  a  reduction 
in  the  number  of  examinations  both  amongst  Entrants  and  in 
the  Second  Age  Group  and  a  corresponding  increase  in  examina¬ 
tions  in  the  Third  Age  Group.  These  changes  are  due  entirely 
to  re-arrangement  of  work  in  anticipation  of  the  transfer,  on 
January  1st,  1956,  of  the  examinations  in  the  Second  Age  Group 
from  the  Junior  to  the  Senior  Schools.  This  change,  which  has 
been  approved  by  the  Minister,  has  certain  very  definite 
advantages  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  teaching  staff  and 
children,  in  that  it  enables  the  teaching  staff  at  the  Senior 
Schools  to  have  an  early  opportunity  to  discuss  with  the  School 
Medical  Officer,  the  history  and  the  physical  condition  of 
children  entering  the  school.  It  also  has  advantages  from  the 
administrative  point  of  view  in  that  the  number  of  schools  to 
be  visited  by  Medical  Officers  is  reduced  and,  because  the 
buildings  in  which  the  Senior  Schools  are  housed  are  generally 
better  than  those  of  the  Junior  Schools,  the  conditions  under 
which  examinations  are  conducted  will  also  be  improved. 

Although  the  re-arrangement  of  work  has  resulted  in  some 
reduction  in  the  total  number  of  periodic  medical  examinations, 
it  will  be  seen  that  this  has  been  compensated  by  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  Special  Inspections  and  of  Re-inspections. 

Physical  Condition  of  Pupils 

In  my  report  to  you  two  years  ago,  I  pointed  out  that  the 
classification  of  the  physical  condition  of  pupils  into  three 
categories,  A  “  Good,”  B  “  Fair,”  and  C  “  Poor,”  depended,  in  the 
case  of  categories  A  and  B,  on  the  interpretation  placed  by  the 
Medical  Officer  upon  somewhat  ambiguous  instructions  issued  by 
the  Ministry.  Following  that  report,  the  Medical  Officers  in  this 
Area  have  been  applying  strictly  the  Ministry’s  interpretation  of 
the  terms  “  good  ”  and  “  fair,”  reserving  “  good  ”  for  the  really 
exceptional  child  and  placing  all  children  of  average  physical 
condition  in  category  B  “  Fair.”  As  a  result  of  this,  there  has 
been  a  considerable  fall  in  the  percentage  of  children  classified 
under  A.  The  important  thing,  however,  is  that  the  percentage 
of  children  placed  in  category  C  “  Poor  ”  has  fallen  even  further 
since  1954,  from  0.8  per  cent,  to  0.53  per  cent.,  roughly  one  in  200 
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children.  Next  year  the  ambiguities  to  which  I  have  referred 
will  be  removed,  as  the  Ministry  have  agreed  that  children  shall 
be  placed  in  two  categories  only,  “  Satisfactory  ”  and  “  Unsatis¬ 
factory,”  so  far  as  their  physical  condition  is  concerned. 

Infectious  Diseases 

In  March  a  sharp  outbreak  of  measles  occurred  which 
continued  until  early  May.  The  total  notifications  for  the  year 
was  1,183,  most  of  which  occurred  during  the  period  I  have 
indicated.  This  is  the  highest  number  of  cases  of  measles  in 
any  one  year  since  the  disease  became  notifiable  in  Nuneaton  in 
1922.  Fortunately,  the  disease  was  mild  and  complications  were 
rare.  About  half  the  cases  occurred  in  children  between  five 
and  ten  years  of  age,  and  these  were  evenly  scattered  throughout 
the  schools.  The  epidemic  of  measles  throughout  the  country  was 
severe  during  1955,  and  Nuneaton’s  experience  was  characteristic 
of  that  in  many  other  areas. 

In  the  middle  of  March  a  number  of  notifications  of 
dysentery  were  received  in  respect  of  pre-school  and  school 
children.  As  a  precautionary  measure  investigations  were  carried 
out  in  schools,  and  altogether  81  families  were  discovered  in 
which  there  were  cases  of  diarrhoea.  No  one  school  was  involved 
more  than  any  other,  and  by  rapid  exclusion  of  cases  and 
contacts,  the  outbreak  was  brought  under  control.  The  total 
number  of  confined  cases  of  dysentery  during  the  year  was  53 
and  28  of  these  occurred  amongst  school  children,  mainly  in 
this  single  outbreak. 

Altogether  during  the  year  nine  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were 
confirmed.  Of  these  six  were  school  children,  three  of  whom  had 
some  paralysis.  One  of  these  latter  cases,  a  girl  aged  six  years, 
had  paralysis  of  both  legs  at  the  time  of  notification.  In  April, 
1956,  she  still  had  weakness  in  both  legs  and  although  she  could 
walk  reasonably  well,  she  had  difficulty  in  climbing  stairs.  In 
the  case  of  the  other  children  with  paralysis,  two  boys  aged 
five  and  six  years  respectively,  recovery  has  been  complete. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  amongst 
children  at  six  schools  in  the  Borough  on  one  day  at  the  end  of 
June.  This  condition  also  affected  School  Meal  Helpers  at  three 
of  the  schools  and  teachers  at  two  others.  Altogether  some 
72  persons  were  affected  but  in  all  cases  symptoms  were  so  mild 
that  it  was  unnecessary  to  call  in  medical  aid.  Investigations 
carried  out  at  the  time  failed  to  reveal  any  infecting  organism 
or  to  incriminate  any  particular  article  of  food,  but  it  seems 
almost  certain  that  the  outbreak  was  due  to  a  mild  form  of  food 
poisoning.  The  kitchen  which  supplied  meals  to  all  the  schools 
in  question  is  accommodated  in  premises  which  are  to  be  closed 
as  soon  as  alternative  arrangements  can  be  made.  Already  there 
has  been  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  meals  prepared  there, 
and  this  together  with  additional  precautions  which  are  being 
taken  should,  in  the  meantime,  prevent  a  recurrence  of  con¬ 
ditions  likely  to  give  rise  to  food  poisoning. 

Visit  of  Mass  Radiography  Unit 

In  October  and  November,  1955,  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit 
visited  Nuneaton  and  was  stationed  at  Riversley  Park  Clinic. 
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Arrangements  were  made  for  invitations  to  be  sent  to  the 
parents  of  all  school  children  of  fourteen  years  of  age  and 
upwards,  asking  them  to  give  consent  for  their  children  to  visit 
the  Unit.  Altogether  some  948  children  had  chest  X-rays  and 
24  of  these  were  recalled  for  large  films.  Subsequently  five  of 
the  children  recalled  were  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  for 
investigation,  but  only  two  were  finally  notified  as  suffering  from 
active  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  in 
both  these  cases  the  disease  was  discovered  in  its  very  early 
stages  and  that  the  prospects  of  complete  cure  are  good.  In 
neither  of  the  cases  was  the  patient  considered  to  be  infectious 
at  the  time  of  examination  and  there  was  no  evidence  of  spread 
among  other  children  or  staff  in  the  schools  concerned. 

Before  closing  I  wish,  as  in  previous  years,  to  thank  Dr.  K.  R. 
Thomas  for  his  notes  with  regard  to  the  work  of  the  Child 
Guidance  Clinic  and  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  willing 
co-operation  received  from  medical  colleagues,  in  general  prac¬ 
tice  and  in  the  hospital  services,  whose  help  has  been  invaluable. 
I  wish  also  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  School  Health  Service  whose 
work  has  once  again  been  of  the  high  standard  I  have  come  to 
expect  of  them. 

To  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  to  the  members  of  the  Committee 
I  am  grateful  for  the  support  you  have  given  me  during  the  year.
